Turnpike was described by a 
roads expert today as safer and 
better designed than the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike. 


Deputy Assistant Commissioner 


Joseph Barnett of the Bureau of 
Public Roads said he meant noih- 
ing against the designers of the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike. 


"After all," he said in response 


to a reporter's question, "The 
Pennsylvania Turnpike was built 
more than 20 years ago. If we 
can't learn anything about road 
construction in that time we had 
belter slop," 


Actually, he said, Pennsylvania 


Turnpike designers did a good job, 
considering that it was built dur- 
ing the depression. He said they 
showed particular boldness in lay- 
ing parts of Ihe lurnpike through 
mountain tunnels. 
. What especially makes the new- 
er Ohio Turnpike superior In the 
Pennsylvania, he said, is that the 
dividing portion 'between the one- 
'way roads varies in width. This 
section is called the median. 


"On the Pennsylvania Turnpike 


you have a JO foot median all 
the way," he said. "The Ohio 
Turnpike is never that narrow. 
Sometimes it is 24 or 30 feet. 
Sometimes it is more than 100 
feet. 


"A varying, wider median is 


much s'afer, since there is less 
chance of an automobile going 
into the olher "road. Pennsyl- 
vania patrolmen have erected bar-| 
riers at some of the more dan-! 
geroiis places."
